To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Kingsclere  &  Whitchurch  Rural  District 

Council 


Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  your  district  for  the  year  1969. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  district  increased  by  340, 
to  27,660  which  is  the  highest  it  has  reached. 

There  were  no  significant  outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases  in  1969.  The 
vaccination  campaign  against  measles  continued  but  unfortunately  had  to  be 
seriously  curtailed  because  of  reported  cases  of  severe  reactions  from  one 
supply  which  was  withdrawn.  The  number  of  cases  of  measles  reported,  however, 
continues  to  decline.  Vaccinations  were  commenced  again  in  1970  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  the  decline  will  continue. 

A  vaccine  against  German  measles  has  been  produced  and  it  is  hoped  to 
commence  protecting  young  girls  in  1970. 

With  the  retirement  of  Mr  R.A.  Over,  last  year,  the  Public  Health 
Inspectorate  was  reduced  to  three,  together  with  a  pupil  under  training  at 
Highbury  Technical  College,  Portsmouth.  It  must  be  remembered  that  one  of 
these  three  was  the  Surveyor  and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  that  he 
has  numerous  other  duties  and  responsibilities.  Mr  Jacobs,  one  of  the 
Inspectors,  resigned  at  the  end  of  March  and  was  not  replaced  until  the  end 
of  the  year  when  the  pupil  qualified  and  was  appointed  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspector  in  his  place.  Mr  J.  Pattern  was  appointed  pupil  in  September  and 
immediately  went  to  Portsmouth  for  training.  With  only  Mr  Smith  and  Mr  Bolton 
available  all  of  the  time,  it  was  inevitable  that  much  of  the  routine  sampling 
and  inspection  work  had  to  be  left.  That  they  were  able  to  do  as  much  as  they 
did,  is  a  credit  to  both. 

I  should  like  to  thank  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  staff 
of  his  and  my  Departments  for  their  help  in  the  compilation  of  this  report.

Live  Birth  Rate 


The  crude  live  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  16.7.  The 
corrected  live  birth  rate  (using  a  comparability  factor  of  0.98)  was  16.4 
compared  with  a  rate  of  1 6.3  for  England  &  Wales,  and  17.8  for  the 
Administrative  County  of  Hampshire.  The  ratio  of  the  local  adjusted  rate  to 
the  national  rate  was  1.00  to  1 .

Illegitimate  Births 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  22  compared  with  23  in  1964?  30  in 
1965,  33  in  1966,  30  in  1967,  &  48  in  1968.  A  better  comparison  is  the 
percentage  of  illegitimate  births  to  total  live  births,  which  was  5.0%  compared 
with  4.4%  in  1964,  5.3%  in  1965,  6.1%  in  1966,  5.5%  in  1967  and  7.5%  in  1968. 

In  England  &  Wales  the  rate  was  8.0  and  in  the  Administrative  County  of  Hampshire 
it  was  6.0. 

Still  Births 

There  were  only  two  still  births,  giving  a  still  birth  rate  per  1,000  total 
live  and  still  births  of  4.0  compared  with  11.9  in  1964,  8.7  in  1965,  5.5  in  1966 
and  1967,  and  10.8  in  1968.  The  still  birth  rate  for  England  4  Wales  in  1969 
wa.s  13.0  and  for  the  Adminis trail ve  County  of  Hampshire  it  was  10.0. 

Infant  Deaths 

There  were  only  two  infant  deaths  under  the  age  of  one  year  in  1969.  Of 
these,  one  died  between  1  and  4  weeks  of  life  and  the  other  between  a  month  and 
a  year.

This  is  the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  four  weeks  of  age  per  1,000 
live  births  and  for  the  year  under  review  was  2.0,  compared  with  12.0  in  1964, 

7.0  in  1965,  9.3  in  1966,  3.7  in  1967,  and  5.3  in  1968.  In  England  &  Wales  the 
rate  was  12.0. 

Early  neonatal  Mortality  Rato 

As  no  children  died  under  1  week  of  age  this  rate  was  zero,  compared  with 
12.0  in  1964,  7.0  in  1965,  9.3  in  1966,  1.8  in  1967,  end  5.3  in  1968.  In  England 
&  Wales  it  was  10.0. 

Perinatal  Mortality  Rate 


This  rate  is  the  combined  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  week  and 
still  births  per  1,000  total  live  births  and  still  births  and  was  4.0  compared 
with  23.8  in  1964,  15.6  in  1965,  14.8  in  1966,  7.3  in  1967,  and  15.8  in  1968. 

It  was  23.0  in  England  &  Wales,  and  in  the  Administrative  County  of  Hampshire  it 
was  10.0. 

Maternal  Deaths 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  from  pregnancy  or  childbirth,  giving  a 
maternal  Mortality  Rate  of  zero  for  1969.  It  was  also  zero  for  1965,  1966, 

1967,  and  1968.

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The  total  number  of  deaths  in  1969  was  234. 

Disease  of  the  heart  accounted  for  92  deaths  -  they  caused  39.3 %  of 
all  deaths. 


Ischaemic  Heart  disease  caused  50  deaths,  giving  a  figure  of  21,4%  of 
all  deaths. 

Gerebro- vascular  disease  with  36  deaths  gave  a  percentage  figure  of 

15.5%. 

If  all  deaths  due  to  disease  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  (which 
includes  cerebro-vascular  disease)  e.re  totalled,  a  figure  of  136  deaths  is 
arrived  at  -  thus  causing  53.1  %  of  all  deaths  in  the  district. 

Cancer  caused  45  deaths,  giving  a  figure  of  19.2%  of  deaths.  Cancer  of 
the  lung  and  bronchus  caused  13  deaths,  or  in  other  words,  28.9%  of  all  cancer 
deaths  were  caused  by  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus.

There  were  2  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  the  district  in 
1969.  In  addition  there  were  2  inward  transfers  to  the  District. 

One  is  apt  to  think  that  tuberculosis  has  been  wiped  out  but  there  are 
still  many  cases  of  undetected  tuberculosis  in  the  population  of  the  country 
capable  of  passing  on  the  disease  to  a  non-immunc  contact.

Infective  Hepatitis 

In  June  1968,  notification  of  infective  hepatitis  was  made  compulsory 
over  the  whole  country. 

Not  a  lot  is  known  about  the  causation  and  mode  of  spread  of  this  disec.se 
but  it  is  thought  it  is  on  the  increase. 

There  were  14  cases  notified  in  1969.  Eight  were  in  Kingsclere,  five  in 
Hanning ton,  and  one  in  Newtown.

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 


Poliomyelitis 

Vr.ccinc.tion  against  poliomyelitis  was  offered  to  all  persons  under 
40  years  of  age.  The  vaccine  generally  used  is  the  oral  (Sabin)  type  of 
vaccine  which  is  easier  to  administer  to  children.  It  is  important  to  ensure 
that  the  highest  possible  acceptance  rate,  especially  among  young  children, 
is  maintained.

Me asles  Vaccination 


Vaccination  against  measles  began  in  April  1968,  and  was  confined  to 
children  under  7  years.  In  November  1968  this  was  extended  to  children  up 
to  15  years  of  age. 


Unfortunately  in  March  1969?  owing  to  severe  reactions  occurring,  all 
of  one  manufacturer's  supply  was  withdrawn  and  the  measles  vaccination 
campaign  was  seriously  curtailed.  Supplies  were  in  short  supply  for  the 
remainder  of  the  yea.r. 

However,  the  number  of  measles  cases  reported  in  the  Kingsclere  <1 
Whitchurch  Rural  District  continues  to  decreo.se.

Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Hooping  Cough  Vaccination 

The  most  frequently  used  agent  is  Triple  Antigen  which  contains  antigens 
of  diphtheria,  tetanus  and  whooping  cough.  This  reduces  the  number  of 
injections  necessary,  which  are  usually  commenced  when  the  infant  is  about 
three  months  old.  The  antigens,  given  combined  in  a  single  vaccine,  produce 
a  greater  protection  to  each  disease  than  they  would  if  given  separately.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 


Public  Water  Supplies 

The  Southampton  Corporation,  The  Thames  'Water  Board  and  the  Mid-Wessex 
Water  Board  are  the  statutory  water  undertakers  in  the  District. 

There  are  three  pumping  stations  in  the  Rural  District  and  these 
axe  situated  at  Kingsclere,  Overton  and  Whitchurch, 

The  water  is  obtained  from  6  bore  holes,  the  quality  of  the  water 
is  good,  although  hard,  being  derived  from  the  chalk. 


Swimming  Pools 

Although  samples  taken  from  several  school  pools  were  generally 
satisfactory,  complaints  from  swimmers  at  Whitchurch  Secondary  School  of 
running  eyes  resulted  in  a  temporary  closure  of  the  pool  whilst  repairs  were 
carried  out  to  the  chlorination  system. 
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REFUSE 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

( a)  Refuse  Collection 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  a  report  was  submitted  to  the  Council 
on  the  re-designing  of  the  refuse  collection  service  bearing  in  mind 
the  necessity  for  getting  a  productivity  bonus  for  the  refuse  collectors 
to  enhance  their  wages  and  also  to  rearrange  the  collection  rounds.  A 
survey  of  the  district  was  carried  out  by  the  Deputy  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  Mr  J.W.  Bolton,  and  arising  from  his  report  the  Council  agreed 
that  (a)  the  district  could  be  covered  in  3  collection  rounds  together 
with  a.  special  collection  for  shops,  and  (b)  that  another  50  c.  yd. 
compression  refuse  vehicle  should  be  purchased. 

The  survey  revealed  that  9,085  premises  were  visited  weekly  and 
10,400  bins  collected.  The  approved  scheme  is  still  a  "kerbside" 
sollection  but  special  arrangements  are  made  for  elderly  or  handicapped 
persons,  and  the  tenants  of  the  Council ls  Old  Peoples  Bungalows  are 
provided  with  sack  holders  and  sacks. 

During  the  year  the  scheme  has  been  in  operation  the  results 
have  been  very  satisfactory!  slight  adjustments  to  the  rounds  had  to 
be  made  but  these  have  been  marginal  and  basically  the  rounds  are 
fairly  even.  The  Council's  fleet  of  refuse  vehicles  comprises  3 
Eagle  Crushloads  50  c.  yd.  capacity  and  one  Eagle  Compressload  35  c.  yd. 
capacity.  In  addition,  from  time  to  time,  the  Council's  3  ton  Bedford 
lorry  has  to  be  brought  into  service  to  augment  the  fleet  especially 
when  any  of  the  freighters  are  out  of  action. 

The  full  implications  of  the  Transport  Act  1968  has  not  yet  been 
felt  but  it  has  been  necessary  to  ask  the  Freight  Transport  Association 
to  inspect  all  vehicles  every  quarter  and  any  defects  brought  to  light 
by  the  inspection  are  remedied  immediately.  In  addition,  vehicles  are 
withdrawn  for  one  day  per  fortnight  for  inspection  by  the  driver  of  the 
vehicle.  For  part  of  the  year  it  was  possible  to  use  one  of  the  old 
fore-and-aft  tippers  as  a  reserve  vehicle  but  it  was  very  evident  that 
this  would  not  comply  with  the  now  regulations.  The  loss  of  a  reserve 
vehicle  is  causing  some  concern  and  the  use  of  the  open  3  ton  lorry  is 
no  real  compensation  as,  unless  the  refuse  is  sheeted  over,  it  tends 
to  be  blown  on  to  the  highway  and  one  several  occasions  it  has  been 
necessary  to  send  out  special  squads  to  clear  up  the  resulting  mess. 
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(b)  Refuse  Disposal 

The  crude  refuse  now  amounts  to  some  1,550  c.  yds  of  220  tons  per 
week,  raid  is  still  disposed  of  at  the  tip  in  Oxford  Lane,  Ashford  Hill. 
The  lease  of  this  land  is  due  to  expire  next  year  and  in  any  event  the 
amount  of  tipping  space  is  rapidly  being  used  up.  To  overcome  this 
problem  it  has  been  necessary  to  continue  the  practice  of  firing  the 
rubbish  and  then  bulldozing  the  ash  into  the  gully.  This  certainly 
helps  to  extend  the  life  of  the  tip  but  is  a  very  unsatisfactory 
method  of  refuse  disposal.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  therefore, 
it  was  reported  to  the  Council  on  methods  of  treating  crude  refuse  and 
suggestions  made  that  the  refuse  should  be  pulverised.  This  would 
reduce  it  in  volume  by  about  40%  end  would  produce  a  refuse  which  was 
innocuous  and  capable  of  being  tipped  relatively  close  to  a  dwelling 
house.  The  Council  agreed  to  purchase  a  pulveriser  and  details  of  the 
siting  of  it  and  the  sites  for  new  tipping  areas  will  be  considered 
next  year. 

(c)  Labour  Force 

The  Labour  Force  has  boon  reduced  to  11  men,  one  drive r/loader  and 
2  loaders  on  the  50  c.  yd.  vehicles,  and  one  driver/loader  and  loader  on 
the  35  c.  yd.  vehicle.  This  is  a  reduction  of  2  men  but  was  ca.rried  out 
without  any  redundancy  and  was  due  to  natural  wastage. 

A  Drott  was  purchased  for  bulldozing  the  refuse  into  the  gully  and 
it  was  necessary  to  provide  an  additional  man.  This  was  a  necessity 
as  the  use  of  machinery  on  a  tip  entails  at  least  2  men  being  available 
in  case  of  emergency. 

(d)  Salvo,  ,e 

During  the  year  the  collection  of  salvage  was  discontinued  as  it 
was  quite  uneconomical  and  ttm  quantity  was  falling  off  rapidly. 
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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  Council  operates  end  maintains  four  major  sewerage  works;  those  at 
King sole re,  Overton  and  Whitchurch  are  within  the  Rural  District  and  those  at 
Silchester  are  within  the  Rural  District  of  Basingstoke. 

Kingsclore  Sewage  Works:  situated  in  Union  Lane,  King sole re,  and  deals  with 
125,000  gallons  per  day  of  sewage  by  gravity  from  the  village  of  Kingsclere. 

Work  is  proceeding  on  providing  a.  sewerage  system  for  the  village  of  Ecchinswell 
and  these  works  will  be  enlarged  and  pumping  plant  provided  to  take  the 
increased  flow. 

Overton  Sewage  Works:  the  pumping  station  is  situated  in  Southington,  and  the 
sewage  is  pumped  to  the  outfall  works  immediately  above  the  station;  the  Works 
deal  with  about  222,000  gallons  per  day  crude  sewage  from  Overton  and  Freefolk. 

The  effluent  is  drained  into  the  chalk  sub  soil  and  this  necessitates  frequent 
skimming  off  of  the  chalk  surface  of  the  irrigation  areas  to  enable  percolation 
of  the  effluent,  any  large  scale  development  as  envisaged  in  the  Overton 
Towns tiip  Plan  will  entail  additional  facilities  at  the  Works. 

Tadley  Sewage  Works these  works  are  situated  at  Inham  Copse,  Silchester,  and 
deal  with  500,000  gallons  per  day  of  crude  sewage  from  Tadley,  Baughurst,  A.W.R.E. 
housing  estates  in  Bradfield  and  houses  in  Basingstoke  R.D.C.  In  addition, 

260,000  gallons  per  day  are  pumped  from  tanks  at  the  A.W.R.E.  A  new  trunk  sewer 
is  being  constructed  to  deal  with  additional  flows  in  the  New  Road  area  of  Tadley 
and  the  works  ore  being  enlarged  to  deal  with  the  increased  flows  of  sewage 
throughout  the  Tadley  area. 

Whitchurch  Sewage  Works:  the  pumping  station  is  situated  at  the  Depot,  Whitchurch, 
and  crude  sewage  from  the  village  of  Whitchurch  is  pumped  to  the  disposal  area  off 
Winchester  Road,  Whitchurch.  The  average  flow  is  140,000  gallons  per  day  and  the 
effluent  is  treated  by  broadland  irrigation. 

The  only  other  areas  which  are  sewered  are  Stoke,  Hurstboume  Priors  and 
St.  Mary  Bourne.  Crude  sewage  is  pumped  to  the  Barton  Stacey  Sewage  Works 
which  are  controlled  by  the  Andover  R.D.C. 

During  the  year  the  consent  of  the  Ministry  was  given  for  main  drainage 
facilities  to  be  provided  for  some  of  the  North  West  Parishes,  i.e.  East  Woodhay, 
Highclere  and  Penwood  and  it  is  expected  that  tenders  for  this  work  will  be 
accepted  next  year.  This  has  been  an  area  with  outstanding  public  health 
problems  end  the  provision  of  main  drainage  will  overcome  many  of  the  complaints 
associated  with  pollution  of  ditches  and  watercauses. 

Surfq.ce  Wq.tcr 


During  the  year,  there  have  been  occasions  when  flooding  occurred  in  the 
District.  The  area  affected  was  mainly  at  Brookside  Walk,  Tadley,  but  other 
low  lying  areas  in  Tadley  were  involved  and  these  caused  surcharging  of  the 
trunk  sewers.  The  cleaning  out  of  the  surface  water  culvert  and  the  provision 
of  another  manhole  relieved  the  problems  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  With 
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some  of  the  houses  in  Brookside  Walk  being  built  at  the  some  level  at  the  top 
of  the  culvert,  any  surcharge  must  result  in  the  flooding  of  the  grass  plot 
immediately  adjacent  to  the  stream. 

It  is  expected  that  next  year  tenders  will  be  invited  for  alterations  and 
improvements  to  the  existing  system  and  that  the  Council  will  be  asked  to 
maintain  all  the  stormwater  drains  in  Tadley,  with  financial  assistance  from 
the  Hemp shire  County  Council.

The  inspection  and  treatment  of  dwelling  houses,  business  and 
agricultural  properties  have  been  maintained  throughout  the  year  and,  in 
addition  to  the  routine  inspection  and  treatment  of  refuse  tips  and  sewage 
works,  surveys  have  been  made  and  treatments  carried  out  alongside  roadside 
verges  and  lay-bys.
